Coiisidi'fabki iiitoVL'st haa bi'Oii 
ahowii iatury in ]']aaturii jouniaitf as tu- 
gards tlio Chiueao question, luiil the 
Moiitroal Witneaa, of the 25t,h of Juno, 
says; 

"An investiiiution into the Chinese 
(luoatioii in British Cohimbia, made by the 
IJuli. Mr. Chaploau, would be a simple 
farce. No one would have tho slighlual 
onnljdeiico in tliul j,'eiitlenian'a liiidiiii;. 
His report would be more in keepint; with 
the interests of tliu party with whicit lie 
is connected, or with thu interests of in- 
dividuals in all probability than in accord- 
ance with the facta as revealed by an im- 
partial inquiry by an upright and un- 
prejudiced man." 

Willi this manifestly partisan expres- 
aitnj of opinion wo Inive no sympathy; 
but we hardly tliink that the above ar- 
rangement can be regarded as n coniplutu 
one. It is more than probable that Mr. 
Cliapieau'M duty will be to arrange with 
the provincial t^overuuient for tho i.ryan- 
imtiun of a satisfactory commission to 
inquire into the whole subject. 'I'lie nia- 
ciiinery above mentioned is not adequate 
for this purpose, and certainly would not 
give satisfaction to our people quite apart 
from Mr. ChaplBau's status as a coinniis- 
sioiier. Tho (Jhineae question is a very 
laiye ono, with many asjiecta, when 
viewed from suciiil and industrial stand- 
points in difforont i)arta of tho province, 
its proper inveatii^ation would take con- 
siderable linio and require visits to several 
widely separated districts. If the above 
niunhinery ia actually proposed by the 
Dominion i;i)veiniiient aa adequate, we 
hardly tliint- ttmy i';U! reali/e t!;c intcr.:jc 
interest wliich is taken in tho question in 
all parts of the province. It is nut only 
the inhabitants of towns and villauef wlio 
wish the whole question e.-camiiiea^'T* ''?! 
utl'ects llieni.selves, their families and the 
future of our society, but the country 
trader, the farmer, the stock raiser, the 
agricultural laborer, the railway workman 
and tho Indian have the same desire. We 
have nothing to say against the cumpo- 
tenoy of the gentlonien above-named; 
but, cunsideririi; that iMr. Chaploau's 
oQicial duties at Ottawa necessarily must 
require his comparatively early return, 
and that .ludfje (J ray is a well occupied 
judge of the supremo court, stationed at 
Victoria, the machinery proposed would 
hardly suffice for an examination of the 
Chinese question in Victoria; where social 
and indiiiitrial conditions are not by any 
nipana the same as in other parts of the 
province. We have no reason to doubt 
the sincerity of the Dominion gov(a-umont 
on the Ohine.so question, or to prejudice 
the acts of our coming visitor, but Mr. 
Chapleau will be ill-advised if he permits 
this vital question which so much afiectn 
our social and industrial position tu be 
slurred aver by inadoqtmte inquiries. 

In yesterday's Standard there appeared

Hut 77/1" Cn/in/is/ hiiM upposed it, 
from llie lirst, and tu shcjw the public 
what a wejitlier cock like 77if ('ulnnist 
will do, we publi.sh tho following article 
on the coniinission, wliich apiieared in 
that paper on July L'Uth, wiiicli .states thai 
"an investigation into the Uhinete <|ues- 
tion, mndo by the Hon. Mr. Chapleau, 
would be a simple farce. No one would 
have the slightest c(jidideiice in thai gen- 
tleman's finding. His report would be 
more in keeping with the interests of the 
party with which he is connected, or with 
the interests of individuals, in all jncjba- 
bility, than in accordance with the facLi 
as revealed by an impartial jury, by an 
upright and unprejudiced man." .After 
nuikiiig the above statement about the 
Hon. Mr. Chapleau in a leading article in 
his paper, the editor now has the eO'rontry 
to turn round and state that all the jiroas 
have boon opposed to the coinmiHsion e.v- 
e.xcept Till' (\,l<,i(i::l.

The reader will see that the (juolation 
from the Montreal Witness, with which 
we stated wo had "no sympathy" is made 
to do duty by our slightly esteemed con- 
temporary ixn the exijrosaion of this 
journal. It is scarcely nccesaary that we 
should comment upon this rare piece of 
journalistic indecency. There ia but one 
man in the country who would resort to 
an expediency which has stamped him ut 
mice as a rascal and a fool, but he is not 
worth the ink and paper necessary to 
show him up.

CALIFORNIA. 

San FnANOisoo, Aug. 11. — The Gneco 
Roman wrestling match, best two in three 
falls, for $500 u side, botwoen Tom Can- 
non, clmmpiiui of England, and I'ietre 
Uelmaa, champion of France, was attoiul- 
ed by 10,(300 people.

CUINA. 

Pakis, Aug. ll.-r-Pateiitre, tho French 
minister to China, in a note tu the Chi- 
nese government at Peking, referring to 
the caiiture of Kcluiig, says it was not an 
act of war, and th;U the port vvil!^ bo re 
luri.od to China when an indemnity lias 
boon agreed upon. Should China resume 
lioslilitios idong the frontier, of Tonquiii 
the minister states that war will be de 
clared and that { the French squadron 
will bombard the other ports whether 
they are open to internatiuiial coinnierce 
or not. 

FRANCE. 
Pakis, Aug. 11. — The congress of Ver 
aaill.38 adopted by t!02 to l(i5, prragrai)h 
I, article 2, of the revision bill decreeing 
tho republican form of government to lie 
immutable. I'aragrapli declaring nion- 
archial pretenders ineligible to tho [iie- 
sidency was adopted by 597 to 10.'!. 

CANADA. 
Mo.s rr.KA I,, Aug. 12. — .lohiiuy Cash of 
New York, middle weight, and .Mike 
Walsh of Ottawa, fought to a tinish with 
small glnves, fourteen rounds, when Cas^h 
failing to come to time Walsh was given 
the battle . 

ENCLAND. 

Lo.vnoN, Aug. 12. — The heat yesterday 
in London aent the mercury up to 915 do 
grees Fahrenlieil. It was tho most in- 
tense experienced in twenty years. Work 
was partially suspended and there were 
aevoral deaths from siiiiatroko. 

London, Aug. 12. — The case uf .Sliel- 
den, tho linglialiinan alleged to have been 
kidnapped in Kansas and to he held for 
ranaoni, was brought up in the couimuiis 
to-day. Arthur Arnold (liberal) made it 
a subject of iiupiiry. The under foreign 
secretary stated that the dispatchos from 
the British miniater uf Aiigust lilli, 
brought inlelligenco that all ell'orls made 
up lo that time to discover Sheldon had 
proven futde. The search, however, will 
1)0 vigorously prosecuted. Arnold then 
said that the brother of tlio mis,«ing man 
had received letters from friends in Kun- 
sas which asaerled that the authorities 
were making no ellorls to find him. ""he 
secretary replied that this was contrary to 
his information.

Wkjuita, Kas., Aug. 12. — .\ dis|iatch 
from Piatt county pays: On llie ilih :il 
daybreak, H. Daniels, who wa^ .Hep.iraii il 
from his family during the winter, but who 
has beiai boarding with theiu, goi, up, 
dreased himself, took a revolver and wont 
lo tho bed where his wife was sleeping. 
He tlien deliberately blew her iirains out; 
and, turning to the bed in tho same room 
occupied by two of his daughters, he shot 
the oldest, inflicting what he aiqiposed to 
boa fatal wound.

'J'roupo, engaged tho house to play in it 
during our absence. Thoy backed out, 
and this left the theatre vacant. Then, 
owing to Kinross' failure to send niuney 
fur tho transportation of tho company, 1 
lust considerable money during the last 
week of the engagement, owing to the 
fact that no new opera was put on. In 
order to reach Victoria I was compelled to 
borrow $iOO, paying §100 interest on it 
for thirty days. Al Victoria the company 
did splendidly; but Kinrosa' e.xpensea, the 
advertising and other things consumed uU 
tho receipts, and by the time we arrived 
at Seattle there was no money left. 

The members of the company wore con- 
stantly kicking during the trip. Dam- 
masch, the tonor, insisted on having more 
wagos than 1 promised him, and other 
members of the troupe wore very uii- 
reasonable in their denianda, not wialiing 
to allow for their board, which I paid. 
Thoy wore so exacting that 1 bocamo dis- 
gusted. I paid all salaries in full as soon 
as the Victoria engagement was concluded. 
At Seattle businuss was not very good - 
SlOO and §150 luuiaes wore tho rule, and 1 
sliU had to raise that SoUO, or hisu viilu- 
able lU'oporly that 1 had hypothecated to 
raise it. I finally scraped together $500 
on Friday, and telegraphed it over here 
to tho man I had borrowed it from. On 
Saturday, salaries, hotelsaud other things 
had to bo paid, and there was nothing m 
sight to liquidate with, and I tied from 
tho wrath tq,conie, and here 1 am. ' 

"What will bocomo of tho company f" 

"1 left my transportation contract with 
them, ao that thoy can come back here on 
half-fare tickets. Besides, thoy can ar- 
range to have a benefit given them at 
Seattle. When I arrived here 1 tole- 
gr.iphi^d back, giving my reasons for leav- 
ing, and telling tho hotel men ami others 
to send on their bilLs and I would iiay 
them as soon as I had funda on hand. 1 
will give the company tho use of my 
theatre as aoon as thoy return, and I think 
in a few days everything will be O.K. 
That's how the matter stands. I did the 
very boat I could under tho eircum- 
atalicas. "

Mr. Justicu Gray having asked the 
shorthand writer to reo.;^ over a part uf the 
evidence of iSupt. BloOnifield, said that 
from the reports in both morning papers 
was omitted iliu statement of the auper- 
intendent that tho while doctors had 
declared that there waa no leprosy 
among the Chinese here, and that al- 
though two Chinese doctors had pro- 
nounced a case at the gaol to be leprosy. 
Dr. lielincken decided that it waa 
not. Mr. Justice Gray continued that 
tho conimit,aiiui wa." there to get all the 
truth. Tho chief o'ljuutiou urged to the 
lireselice of Chinese in our midst was that 
there was leprosy among ihum. The dis- 
ease was of so horrible a nature that if it 
was known to exist in this city there 
would be almost a panic among tho white 
inhabitanla. It, waa important that tho 
pa[H'rs should prt^aent the evidence fairly, 
ntturvvia,! the I'ublic might form errone- 
ous (i|iinions, although ho felt bound to 
s.iy tluit be did nut believe tho omission 
was wilful. 

Sergt. Flewin was the first witness 
called. -He stated that he was a native c>f 
this place, and had been on tlie police 
force four j'e.ira; is sanitary otlicer of the 
corfioration, and has frequently to viait 
(.'hiualnwn ; as a rule their habitations are 
liltliy ;in their |)ersons they are morocleanly ; 
they have no idea of Sanitary regulations 
about their promises; uever remove filth; 
crowd together in their sleeping apart- 
nii-nts; they occupy the greater [lorliou wf 
four block.s"; between 2000 and 3000 Chi- 
namen reside on these four blocks; in 
these nuinbor are included many domea- 
tics; tho urino, etc., is collected in 
cans and tubs <in the premises and sunt 
out to f(n-tilizfl the vegetable gardens; they 
keep the vesauls containing the filth in 
tlieir yards and premises; when tho ves- 
sels are full ihe l,"ti!iu\-ie gardenera take 
them away at night; they live cliielly on 
vegetables, fish, nee ,ind pork; 1 am com- 
pelled froquentiy to force them to cleanse 
ilieir prenii«bs; have L'reat dilliculty in 
liiiding who the eccupiei-s of oll'ensivo 
premises are; the police have great 
trouble 111 tracing crime among theinaelves; 
they are reluctant in giving evidence 
which canni'l be relied on; think that a 
white interpreter would aid in discovering 
crime; they drink a groat quantity of 
Chinese liquor, and are ae'dom drunk ; 
the crimes are almost exclusively lar- 
ceiiou.s. Sergt. Flow in waa asked to state tlie 
dilliculiy found in tracing crime. He 
said tli.it 111 the hist place the lack of 
knowludijii of ilie language and customs, 
and the nitluence that seemed to bo ex- 
erted among ihemselves to prevent evi- 
dence frmn being given. There were 
sociotiea among them, tho working of 
which he did not know. Tin liigherclass 
of Chinese hoi a si.,:i,-ty of their own, and 
there was jii.--t ihu same dilliculty ux- 
periiiiiceil ill liariiig crime with tho 
higher as with ilio hnvor. 'I'he principal 
crime among iIk' iqiiier cla^a was murder. 
The murder on Fisgard street waa among 
the merchants, and w.is the only convic- 
tion that had been secured. There had 
been three or fi.'Ur murdera during the 
past f"ur years. The ri^corda wore in the 
police court. With reference to the habits 
of thu^vomeii, nemly all were prostitutes. 
A largo number of b..ys and young men, 
IS and 1!- years of age frequent their 
places, and he had rreiiueiit ly ordei od lads 
avv.iy. 'i'liero were a gnMt nuinher of 
cases that had come under hia nolici- where 
ivhite men who h.ul gone to these Chini;se 
houses of prostitution had boon robbed. 
The wutneii do not drink but suiukeopiuni 
and tobacco. They were, as a rule, par- 
ticular and neat with their persons, and 
he was not a.vari' that they bad introuuc- 
(ul diaea.-ica any more than other women of 
a like el iss. W ith reference to cases of 
leprosy, he was only aware of tho aanio 
0.1308 Supt, Blooinfield spoke of. There 
was one case of supposed leprosy visited 
by Dr. Helmckon, who stated that it waa 
not leprosy, whilo two Chinese doctors 
said tb;it it waa lepro.sy of the worat typo. 
J'he Chinaman who was in a solitary cell 
at the gaul at the lime waa then discharg- 
ed, but had since been confined for 
vagrancy. While in gaol he was emaciat- 
ed and covered with Sores, his feet turning 
black. Ho did not know of any white 
doctors visiting other cases. Tho Chinese 
ib.ctors use thu same term to define 
leprosy as the white. He thought the ob- 
jections to the Chinese waa on account of 
the impossibility tot race cri mo among them, 
the unsanitary coiiuitiun of the premises, 
and the vice uf opium smoking. He said 
that he was inforinod that no moral wo- 
nion were allowed t,o leave China, and 
that oven lliuse prostitutei were tecretly 
conveyed fr un there. With reference to 
the conduct of Cliineae merchants' wives, 
there was nothing objectionable. It was 
almost an inipo.-si Ule la.sk to collect taxes 
from ibeiii o.^cepl in faolorios where they 
were eioployod, wlnin employers were re- 
Hponsible for the ta.\. 

Mr. Theo. Davie said there was a quea- 
lion that it might bo well to aak Sergt. 
l''iewiii, and that waa the state iu which 
prisoners woro in when brought to 
gaol/ 

The comniis.-doners acceding to this, 
the Sergeant a.iul, that, n» a rule tho 
criminal class of llie Chinese were tho 
most tilthy, and when arrested were gou- 
"ji ally covered with vermin. The average 
number arrested per month might be 15. 
'I'he Indians were also in about the same 
condition, and not an well dressed, while 
the lower cla.ss of white uileiiders were also 
on a i)ar with thuiii. 

Commissioner Gray remarked that it 
seemed that tho lowest classes among all 
mil i(]iialitiea were about the samu, and it 
was a pity they could not all be sent 
a way.

So far 
as the criininiil slat ialics are concerned he 
had sent to llio svarden of the peuilentiay 
for the returns for tho past four years, but 
thought thurc would be but few inatances 
and for the reasons ho had previously 
mentioned. In answer to tho chairman 
he said ho thought there was no chance of 
assimilation botwoen Chinese and whites 
Certainly there was no ile.sirc for it troin 
tho whit<js, and he tbouiiht probably 
none on tho aide of the Chiiieae. Ue 
thought they were a loreigii eleinunt and 
would always roniain so. He waa bound 
to admit he thought tho Canadian Pacific 
railway in lliia province could not have 
been built so rapidly liad it not been for 
tho Chinese labj»fv They had got ahmg in 
former years wi^niit them , and though 
they had boeiijMoful yet it waa the im- 
pression that tnS^'had kept out white la- 
lior. In answer to a question from tho 
chainnaii as to whether ho thought the 
aaino aniounl of capital would have been 
expended without the (.Chinese, the :ittor 
n«y general answered tliat he knew that 
capitiiiisls employed Chinamen and that 
they might have been an inducement for 
the outlay of capital. There had been no 
moans used to ascertain the numher of 
Cliineae in the province, but he believed 
they would number 18, OHO. There were 
very few poor and indigent while people 
hero, and they had bi'en principally 
supported. by clKU-it:ible institutions aud 
private subscription. He waa inclined 
to think that the Chinese con- 
tributed to tho support of hospitals, and 
tho Cliineae nierchants had contributed to 
the late Naiiaiino disaster in couiiiion with 
tho rest of tho populatiim. He was not 
aware how much revenue they oontribut 
ed to tho city, as there weie no means of 
ascertaining. Their children could attend 
the schools, but this privilege was never 
availed of. Instances have boon known 
whore they iiad been deserted by their 
own poopln and left to porish. In one case 
at New Weatniiiistor a Chinaman had 
been loft in a tent by himself when he 
died. 

Coinmiasioner (iray explained that the 
case was tried hi-forc lion, and that the 
cviilonce .showed lloii it was at his own re- 
quest that he had been phiced there, hav - 
ing a c. ntagioua disetise and knowing ho 
mustdio, which ho did within twenty four 
hours. At the trial the jury believing 
those to be Iho facts acquitted tho Chineso 
charged with the (dl'enoe. 

Commhssioner Uhaplean asked if iher ; 
was any ovidonce to show that there were 
secret societies among tho Chinese to try 
their own cases, and if an attempt had 
been made to get a white interpretor, 

Tho attorney-general said that he mere- 
ly druw Ilia concluflion in referenco to so- 
cieties among them from infiu'cnce. The 
govornmeiit had never tried to get a white 
interpreter; but he thought it would be 
beneficial if there was one. Tho fact of 
their iin|)or8onating one another and their 
similar ajipoaranco was one reason for the 
groat didieiilty in collecting taxes. 

Coinmisaioner Gray remarked that ho 
had them employed in hia house for 
months, and then could not recognizj 
them when ho met with them on the street. 

The attorney-general, continuing, said 
that, they did not mix with the whites s ) 
cially in any class. The lowest cla.'ises of 
whites did not associate with the lowest of 
Chinese as far as lie was aware. 

Coiniuissioiicr Chaploau asked if the 
habit of opium amoking waa carried to 
Bucli an extent that it was iiijiirioiia to the 
public iiiiabh, peace or morality; and if 
their bad habits were more public tlian 
the whitest The attorney-general said 
that he had not observed whether they 
wore. 

Coinniisaionor Gray said tlie mayor had 
stated yesterday that the Chinese uever 
liecamo settlers, and that the desire was 
that the while pcqiU; should become 
settlers. Is the Htatcment that the rea- 
son whilo uoople do not caino hero on ac- 
count of the presencu of Chinese correct; 
or was it on account of tho locking up of 
the railway lands. 

The attorney-general said tho latter was 
to a great extent the cause; and in answer 
to a quo.ition whotbur many li,\d not gone 
away on that account this year, said ho 
knew there woru none that went away; but 
that it waa a fact since the opeuiiig of 
these landa that a largo number of settlors 
had gone in. He Siiid.'thal if ho were a

It is tlieii that thu procosa of toothing 
makes tlieni ffciful aud litiblo to illness. 
Where tho children in this condition 
show syiuptoms of fever, reliof may be 
secured by thu application of a coolinoj 
bath; but should Ihev be attacked with 
vomitiug, with cool skia, the physioiaa 
should bo called at once. A drop of 
good brandy iu hot, sweetened water 
ahould bo given at once, or plasters 
applied Lo the stomach."
